Note on the rali crops in Bengal for 1960-1901. 


Ezplanatory.--Hitherto this forecast has included radi 
crops of all kinds, and figures for wheat, sugarcane, cotton 
(carly and late) and radi oilseeds, for which separate forecasts 
ave issued by this Peparinent, wore given in it. With Govern- 
ment Order No. 2869T.—R., dated the 3rd November 1900, 
however, instructions have been received for the omission 
from the Phadoi and rabi forecasts of all craps for which 
separate. reports are apa These orders have heen 
carried outand this is ¢! ‘st note on the rabi crops of these 
poms from which figures of wheat, cotton and oilseeds 
have been omitted. m ‘ 

Character of the seqapn.—The monsoon rains of the year 
1900 were capricious and badly distributed, and the cold 
weather season has been abnormal in many respects. At the 
commencement of October the districts of the Presidency 
Division had not recovered from the unprecedented fall of 
rain in September, while in many districts of Narthern and 
Eastern Ben, the rainfall was in considerable defect. 
There was little or no rain in the months of October and 
November, and the prospects of the rabi crops suffered in 
consequence, while the area sown with them was restricted. 
In December, January and February, the rainfall consider- 
ably exceeded the normal in Chota Nagpur, Orissa, and in 
asia of Bihar, but was deficient in North and East Bengal. 

he excess of rain did a good deal of damage in some 
districts, while the want of it was seriously felt elsewhere. 
‘The season was, on the whole, therefore, unfavourable to the 
growth and ripening of the radi crops. 

Area sown.—Excluding the areas sown with wheat, cotton 
and oilseeds, the normal area under the different rabi crops 
in these Provinces stands at 9,493,300 acres. The area 
cultivated this year with the several rabi crops is 9,047,800 
Acres as compared with 9,262,000 acres in the preceding 
year. The area under rabi food crops this year is 7,647,200 
acres agninat 7,784,200 acres, the estimated area last year. 
As has been noted above, the reduction in area is mainly due 
tothe sudden termination of the monsoon rains early in 
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October last, and the area placed under theso crops in the 
Presidency Division was also affected by floods. 

Outturn.—It will be seen from Appendix I, that out of the 
45 districts in these Provinces, only one, Suran, anticipates 
an outturn above the normal (111 per cent.), and in only 
two others (Birbhum and Backergunge) is a normal outturn 
expected. Of the rest, twenty districts estimate an outturn 
varying between 80 and 99 per cent., eleven others estimate 
an outturn varying between 60 and 79 ne cent. ; while in the 
remaining 11 districts the estimate falls below 60 per cent. 
Taking the Province as a whole, the District Officers 
estimate the probable outturn of the radi crops at 79 per cent, 
of a normal crop, as against 88 per cent. estimated last 


rear. 
J I believe, however, that the returns are in somo cases 
unduly pessimistic, and it seems probable that the ill effects 
of the rain and cloudy weather in January and February 
last have been over-estimated. In these circumstances, ‘I 
anticipate that the outturn will not fall short of 85 per cent, 
for the province as a whole. 

Gross outturn of summer rice—I append a statement show- 
ing approximately the probable outturn of the boro or 
Summer rice crop, accepting 88 per cent. as the estimated 
outturn. It amounts to 3,004,900 ewts,, a8 against an 
outturn of 3,286,600 cwts. reported last year.

TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATION, 
© TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF MARCH 1901, 8 


‘Wraruen oonditions were more settled than usual almost throughout the month; 
shallow depressions which drift across the Provinco from west to east and oanse tho variail, 
Winds on which tho occurrence of thunderstorms with rainfall depends were of 
ooourrence. In consequence rainfall was in dofect ine all parts of Bengal and Assam, i 
Goficioncy in rainfall which is suffciontly noticoable in the westorn distriote is muoh my 
cennkod {a Bast Bengal aud the south of Assam. In tho former less thom half an inch ®. 
an average was reocived as compared with the normal amgunt of 2°G inchos, and at Silchor 
whore the normal amount is more than 10 inches, there was only 6 inch. ‘This deticieney 
was general over Assam, Sibsagar receiving about 12 por cent. and Dhubri 30 por oent, of i, 
normal. 

"Thero was only one occasion of generally unsettled weather,-and that about the end of 
the first week. As in January and February, while a shallow dopression was over thy 
Provines, a rapid rise of pressure began in the north-east and cheoked the eustwen 
movement of the depression usual in the early months of the year. On the only oconion 
whon this ocourred in March, pressure was slightly low on the 6th; the rapid rise of preeun 
in Assam and North Bengal was reported on the 7th, and at the samo time a few loa 
showers in the north-eastern districts. On the Sth, when all trace of the depression hud 
coased, general rain fell over almost the whole Provinee, and was heaviest in tho weston 
districts. The local disturbances which were so general between the 7th and 8th probably 
resulted from the change of winds caused by the advancing wave of rising pressure from tie 
north-east, the irregularly eyclonic winds of tho 6th being replaced: by easterly winds 
the 7th, with a return to light irregular winds on the 8th. 

With tho exception of the general rainfall betaveon the 7th and Sth, the mouth wu 
almost ontirely rainless. During the latter half of the mouth a few showers occurred in the 
eastern districts and in Chota Nagpur, but they were in all cases light and scattered, 

During February, important temperature changes passed slewly across Northern Indi 
At the beginning of that month tomperaturo was high in Bongal and low in the wat oi 
India. ‘The area of low temperature was slowly transferred enstward, and in the laiterrart 
was over Bongal. At the beginning of March, therefore, temperature was low; and s 
changes continued slow probably owing to the high pressure in the north-west and the greater 
tondency for northerly winds to blow ata timo when they are usually light and irregulr, 
tho early part of the month: was marked by comparatively low temperature. ‘Meat 
temperature was below the normal, exeept in the east, till nearly the end of tho third week, 
aftor which southerly winds became stronger, temperature rose, and ordinary hot weather 
conditions prevailed till the end of month. 

At tho beginning of the month pressure was rising slowly, and the distribution was mcr 
of the cold season type than is usual at that time of the year. Tho differenoe from the 
normal varied from excoss of -05 inch iu the Contral districts to defoot of °05 inch in the 
south-west af the Bay. ‘The gonoral wind circulation was still northerly, though direoio 
wore more variable in the west of the Province, and in consequence temperature was wiry 
low in the Western and Central districts, Towards the east, the variation from the normal 
was smaller, and in part of Assam there was excess, A brisk to rapid riso on tho 2nd cued 
tho pressure distribution to become more of the cold season type, with a large excess ot 
Bengal, and though a fall sot in immediately afterwards, that arrangemont continued with 
northwesterly winds till the Oth, when the distribution was normal over both the Provioe 
and the Bay. 

On the 6th the continued fall of pressure caused a shallow depression to appost, ovr th 
north of the Province, with an irrogular system of light eyclonic winds, but on the folloving 
day pressure was rising rapidly in the north-oast, the arca of lowest pressure was over the 
western districts, and winds were overywhero ensterly or south-casterly.
